Considers Letter to 
League After Long 
White House Confer- 
ence at Which Some 


Advisers Urge Apology. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP)— 
President Truman, disturbed by 
the reaction, is considering send- 
ing a letter to the Marine Corps 
League in an effort to stem the 
furor and bitterness arising from 
his assertions that the marines 
are the “Navy’s police force” and 
have “‘a propaganda machine that 
is almost equal to Stalin’s.” 

He conferred at length about it 
with members of the White House 


staff this morning. Protests are 
pouring in to his office over his. 
statements. 

It was learned that the White 


House meeting discussed the ad- 
visability of a letter. Some of 
Truman’s staff urged a blanket 
apology to the marines. 

Marine Corps League Angry. 

The Marine Corps League, an 
organization of marine veterans 
and marines, opened its annual 
meeting in Washington today. 
Rank and file members were hop- 
ping mad at the President. Some 
talked of throwing him out of 
membership in the league, but 
national officers were trying to 
hush the whole thing up. 

National Commander Clay Nix- 
on, who yesterday demanded that 
the President apologiwe for “‘in- 
sulting” the Marine Corps, told 
reporters today that he wants to 
consider it “a closed issue.” 

Nixon said a resolution had 
‘ been proposed to “throw the 
President out of the league, and 
things of that sort,” but that he 
would try to quash anything 
along that line. 

As commander in chief of the 
Armed Forces, the President is a 
member of the league. 

“Not Interested in Disunity.” 

Nixon, saying he wanted to 
hush the whole matter, told re- 
porters, “We are not interested 
in fostering disunity.” He added: 

“If the President hasn’t under- 
stood the status of the Marine 
Corps by this time, nothing can 
bring him to his senses. Many 
people are highly inflamed about 
it. But this is the time to get 
the country in shape for a shoot- 
ing war. I don’t think we ought 
to carry it any further.” 

Nixon said he was hopeful Pres- 
ident Truman might appear at 
the league’s banquet Friday night, 
not to apologize, but to attend as 
commander in chief. 

As part of his efforts to calm the 
storm, Nixon read to the League 
a telegram from D. D. Rando Jr., 
commandant of the Baton Rouge 
department, instructing the Lou- 
isiana delegate tq oppose “retalia- 
tion against uncalled-for criti- 
cism” of the Marine Corps. 

Not a Time for Bickering. 

Rando’ said this country can 
afford inter-service bickering in 
peacetime, but that “in times of 
crisis such as we are now faced 
with. it is a luxury not to be in- 
duleed in lest we risk sacrificing 
those of us who are now carrying 
the free world’s banner.” 

“Marines, let’s be done with 
bi-kering,” Rando urged. 

Past national commandant Mor- 
ris Illich, Albany, N.Y., told dele- 
gates that despite the President's 
remarks. “the Navy's police force 
will continue to do a job for na-

AT JUDGE’S PRAYER 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6 (AP)—A 
A 
judge —deeply moved—sent a 
pregnant mother to prison yes- 
terday with a prayer for her un- 
born child. 

“God help the poor little child 
about to be born in a cell behind 
prison walls,” said Judge Samuel 
S. Leibowitz, as women in his 
courtroom broke into tears. 
Mrs. Martha Hochfeld, mother 
of five children and due to have 
her sixth next month, showed no 


emotion. The judge finally point- 
ed at her and said: 
at her. Not even a 
tear. 

He sentenced the 33-year-old 
taxi-dancer to 10 to 20 years for 
beating her husband, George, to 
death last April with an end ta- 
ble. Pleading guilty to man- 
slaughter, she said she was fed 
up with his stinginess. 

Assistant District Attorney John 
E. Cone told Judge Leibowitz her 
accusations against her 39-year- 
old husband were untrue. 

“The child she now carries be- 
longs to one of her lovers,” Cone 
added. 

Judge Leibowitz called her a 
neglectful mother who “gallivant- 
ed with the scum of the earth.”

HUNT FOR GUNMEN 
WHO SHOT UP AUTO 
OF STATE TROOPER 
SHIFTS 10 PEVELY 


Pair Reported Sighted 
After Fleeing Into 
Woods — Efforts to 
Steal Another Car 
Foiled. 


The hunt for two gunmen who 
abandoned a stolen automobile 
and ran into the woods near An- 
tonia, in Jefferson county, yester- 
day after firing five shots into a 


Missouri highway patrol car in an 
85-mile-an-hour chase, turned to- 
day to the vicinity of Pevely, 
about 25 miles south of St. Louis. 

Deputy sheriffs and volunteers 
from Jefferson and Washington 
counties assisted highway patrol- 
men’ in the search for the fugi- 
tives, who attempted to steal a 
second machine at a filling station 
at U.S. Highway 61 and County 
Highway Z, near Pevely, last 
night. The approach of a high- 
way patrol car, one of 11 ma- 
chines assigned to the hunt, caused 
the men to flee on foot into corn- 
fields. 

Several hours later an attempt 
was made to break into the home 
of Lemoin Thomas, on Highway Z. 
Thomas and his wife were aroused 
by someone breaking a screen. 
Two men, thought to be the fugi- 
tives, fled into woods near the 
house. 

Roadblocks Set Up. 

There was a later report that 
two men had been seen on th 
Model Springs road, northwest of 
Pevely. Officers were searching 
that area today, and roadblocks 
were established in the Pevely 
neighborhood. 

Armed officers and volunteers, 


|a force of 30 to 40 men, stopped 


at farm homes and cross roads, 
seeking information which might 
lead to the capture of the men. 

One report, indicating the fugi- 
tives may be attempting to reach 
the Mississippi river, was investi- 
gated in the forenoon. Two men 
answering the description of the 
fugitives were reported seen two 
miles north of the junction of 
Highways 61 and Z today. The 
men had disappeared before of- 
ficers reached that point. 

The fugitives were said to be 
armed with several pistols and 
revolvers, and at least one of 
them is a good shot. 

Five bullets fired from the 
stolen machine in the high-speed 
chase from St. Louis county into 
Jefferson county struck the pa- 
trol car driven by Trooper Dwight 
Lindley. Two of the shots pierced 
the windshield, narrowly missing 
Lindley, and three struck the 
hood of the patrol car. The five 
shots formed a close *pattern. 

Lindley was parked at the junc- 
tion of State Highways 21 and 
141 shortly after noon yesterday 
when he saw a Chevrolet machine 
with Illinois license plates south- 
bound in Highway 21. The occu- 
pants were two young men, both 
in shirt sleeves. 

Trooper Lindley, deciding to 
check on the men, set out in pur- 
suit. The driver of the Chevrolet 
speeded up and soon both ma- 
chines were racing down the high- 
way at 80 to 85 miles an hour. 
The man sitting beside the driver 
in the Chevrolet began firing a 
revolver at the patrol car. 

Counts 15 Shots. 

Lindley counted 15 shots, five 

striking his machine. The trooper

with his left hand, but failed 
to the fugitives. He was put 
out of the chase by the punctures 
in the radiator of his car and by 
‘a flat tire, apparently caused by 
a bullet.

Craft on Training Flight, 
Soviets Say — U.S. En.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (INS)— 
The State Department today an- 
nounced it would refuse to accept 
any Russian communication on the 
recent Korean plane incident on 
the ground the matter lies solely 
in the hands of the United Na- 
tions. 


LONDON, Sept. 6 (AP)—Soviet 
Russia declared today a plane 
shot down by United Nations 
forces Monday was a Soviet craft 
on a training flight and that it 
was attacked without cause in “an 
outrageous violation of interna- 
tional law.” 

The Moscow radio, broadcast- 
ing a note to the ‘United States, 
declared three Russian pilots died 
in the destroyed plane. Moscow 
said its plane carried “neither 
bombing nor torpedo armament.” 

The note, asking compensation 
for hte flyers’ deaths and punish- 
ment of those who shot down the 
plane, made no mention whether 
the Russian craft earried guns. 
U.S. Responsible, Says Vishinsky. 

“The Soviet government lays 
on the United States Government 
all the responsibility for the crim- 
inal action of the American mili- 
tary authorities,” Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y. Vishinsky asserted. 

“The Soviet government also 
considers it necessary to draw 
the attention of the United States 
Government to the serious conse- 
quences which such actions on 
the part of the American military 
authorities may have,” the note 
added. 

Vishinsky’s note was a reply 
to a United States charge, brought 
before the U.N., that a twin-en- 
gine Russian bomber fired on an 
air partol screening a United 
States naval force off Korea and 
then was shot down by the patrol 
in returning the fire. The body 
of a Soviet lieutenant was found 
in the plane, the United States 
charged. 

The Soviet note denied com- 
pletely the United States report 
on the incident. 

“It (the plane) opened no fire 
on American fighters and was 
brought down as a result of the 
attack on it without cause by 1! 
American fighter planes,” the So- 
viet note said.

He intro- 
duced his remarks by briefly char- 
acterizing the incident concerning 
the Russian airplane, shot down 
by a U.N. fighter patrol in Korean 
waters, as something “especially 
arranged for this meeting by the 
warmongers, Gen. MacArthur and 
the United States State Depart- 
ment.” 

Evidently lacking instructions 
from the Kremlin, he said no 
more about the report read previ- 
ously by United States Delegate 
Warren R. Austin. It set forth 
that a Red-starred twin-engined 
bomber had been brought down 
after it opened fire on the air 
patrol and -that the personal pa- 
pers on the body of a crewman, 
recovered by a U.N. destroyer, 
identified him as a lieutenant of 
the Russian armed forces.

NEW YORK BARS USE 
OF SIRENS EXCEPT 
AS AIR RAID ALERTS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6 (AP) — 
New York City has barred the 
use of sirens on police and fire 
vehicles and ambulances so as to 
avoid confusion with any air raid 
alert. 

Civil Defense Director Arthur 
W. Wallander said last night that 
“Any unannounced siren signal 
after Monday 8 a.m.) would mean 
that an alert has been received 
from the United States 
Force.” 

Fire apparatus will be allowed 
to continue using bells. Sirens 
will be used only as a temporary 
air raid warning system. Radio 
stations would broadcast the 
signals. 

Wallander said no practice alert 
is planned. A system of sirens 
will be established later at various 
points in the city, to replace the 
police and fire sirens. 

Announcement that the warn- 
ing system would start Monday 
was made as Wallander issued a 
guide telling New Yorkers what 
to do in the event of attack.

TOKYO, Thursday, Sept. 7 
(AP)—Allied troops retook Yong- 
chon Wednesday in a counter- 
attack that stopped Red Korean 
thrusts at Taegu from the east 


But the Reds threw 84 new 
Russian-made tanks on the northe- 
ern and eastern Korean battle- 
fields where new United States 
4714-ton Patton tanks made their 
War appearance a few days ago. 
A big tank battle seemed immi- 
nent with the Allied side having 
some demonstrated advantage 
through air support. 

Good weather unleashed United 
States Fifth Air Force bombers 
and fighters on the enemy tanks. 
By dusk Wednesday 17 Red 
tanks had been knocked out—10 
destroyed and seven damaged by 
aerial attack. Night fichters and 
mbers continued the attack 
Wednesday night. 


Nearer Taegu and Pusan. 
But the Allied eastern sea ane 
chor line on the 120-mile Korean 
war front had collapsed. That 
allowed Communist troops and 
tanks to move toward Taegu. hub 
of the northern and western 
front, and southward toward Pue 
san, chief Allied port in the southe 
east. 

Pohang, No. 2 Allied port on 
the Sea of Japan coast, fell to 
the Reds Tuesday night. Wednes- 
day, Allied planes attacked the 
city with fire bombs. The air strip 
six miles south of the port was 
still in American hands. 

Yongchon, 20 miles east of 
Taegu, was seized by Communist 
guerrillas Tuesday. It was re- 
taken by an Allied counter-attack 
Wednesday morning. American 
aerial observers told Correspond- 
ent Leif Erickson the highway 
junction was in Allied hands late 
Wednesday. 

The fate of Taegu depended 
upon the battle for Yongchon and 
the highway between the two 
cities. Erickson said Taegu was 
calm while battles flared to the 
east and north of it. 


Largest Allied City. 

The rail hub is the largest city 
left in the Allied sector of Korea. 
Its normal population is 350,000. 

The Allied east wing first fell 
apart Tuesday near Kigye, nine 
miles northwest of Pohang. Reds 
poured through that hole toward 
Kyongju, 18 miles southwest of 
Pohang. But that important rail 
and road junction was saved by 
stiffening Allied defencers who 
shoved back the advancing Reds 
Wednesday. 

The Communists moved two 
miles nearer to Taegu on the 
north down the Kumhwa “bowl- 
ing alley.” They took the town of 
Tabu and held positions 10 miles 
north of the Allied supply center, 

These advances, and fighting 
in which the Americans gained 
west of Yongsau, 52 miies south 
of Taegu, cost the Reds 2035 dead 
and wounded in the 24-hour pes 
riod ended at noon Wednesday, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur reporte 
ed the Red Josses in his war sume 
mary.

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TAEGU, Korea, Sept. 
hang, northeast anchor of. the 
Allied line in Korea, fell to the 
Reds last night after a day of 
mounting disaster all along the 


American units defending the 
Pohang air strip, seven miles 
southeast of the city, were re- 
ported cut off from escape by 
land. 

Under cover of rain, five North 
Korean divisions struck a heavy 
blow yesterday along the whole 
Northern front of the bridgehead 
from the Naktong river eastward 
to the sea. The line has sagged 
very dangerously in the central 
and eastern sectors, and it ap- 
peared that a general withdrawal 
along the entire front may be’ 
necessary. 

Taegu, which seemed so secure 
a week ago, was again imperiled. 
It was immediately threatened by 
a considerable enemy group that 
poured through a three-quarter 
mile gap in the mountains be- 
tween the \United States First 
Cavalry Division and the South 
Korean Sixth Division. 

Situation Grim Again. 

This Communist force cap- 
tured the “walled city,” a natural 
rock citadel crowning a high 
ridge 12 miles north of Taegu 
and advanced southward. Loss of 
the citadel was a bitter blow. Its 
recapture by the South Korean 
First Division two weeks ago was 
a brilliant action which, along 
with the fine defensive victory by 
the United States Twenty-seventh 
Regimental Combat Team, ap- 
pearéd to eliminate the last major 
threat to Taegu. Now the situa- 
tion is grim again. 

It was a day of gray and sullen 
dangers. Deprived of air ob- 
servation most of the day by low 
clouds, the United Nations force 
was like a fighter suddenly blind- 
ed and confused. 

Exactly where was the enemy? 
That was the question asked all 
along the northern front. In some 
sectors the line was leaking so 


Reds had dribbled through or 
how far they had penetrated. 

The confused and fluid nature 
of the fighting was typified by 
the story of an American bat- 
talion that fought its way through 
a series of road blocks and 
ambusca@es south of Pohang from 
Angang to Kyongju. 

Took Position Sunday. 

This battalion Sunday morn- 
ing went into position at An- 
gang. A horseshoe-shaped de- 
fense was set up around the town. 
The place was of prime import- 
ance to the defense of Pohang. 

On Sunday night, South Ko- 
rean units on either flank of 
the American force were heavily 
attacked and fell back. At 2:30 
a.m. Monday the Reds struck at 
the Americans. 

The first blow fell against an 
outpost on the west end of the 
town. To tighten the defense, 
Lt. Col. Gines Perez, battalion 
commander, drew the outpost 
back in town along with three 
Patton tanks guarding the west- 
ern approathes. 

During the next two hours, Col. 
Perez’s men repulsed three enemy 
attacks. But by 4\a.m., remnants 
of the South Korean units were 
so hopelessly intermingled with 
the enemy troops that the sup- 
porting tanks had to cease fire. 
“We couldn't tell friend from 
foe,” said Col. Perez. He ordered 
a general withdrawal.

“A lieutenant inthe 
following tank,” said Lt. Syver- 
son, “yelled for the lead crew to 
button up and then turned his 
own .50-caliber machine gun on 
the turret. He knocked the Reds 
off before they could drop the 
grenade.” 

One of Lt. Syverson’s platoon 
commanders, wounded in the leg, 
did not report the wound until 
three hours later. The lieutenant 
was preoccupied with the fate of 
a sergeant who had been left sev- 
eral hundred yards behind. He 
knew that the sergeant was badly 
wounded and most probably dead. 
But there was the nagging un- 
certainty. The lieutenant limped 
back. He found the _ sergeant 
dead. 

The initial withdrawal halted 
at the road junction éast of An- 
gang. On Monday there was a 
further collapse of the South 
Korean line east of the American 
force, and the road southward to 
Kyongju was cut at considerable 
depth. 

Companies Disorganized. 

_ Easy Company under Capt. 
Norn E. Brown of Woodsville, 
N.H., found the road jammed with 
South Korean vehicles caught in 
vicious crossfire. and many of 
them burning. Last night, Capt. 
Brown's men, together with Fox 
Company under First Lt. Robert 
Thompson, was ordered to 
clear the road. In the darkness 
the two companies had become 
hopelessly disorganized, and it 
took several hours for the two 
officers to whip the men in shape. 

‘About 2:45 a.m., we pushed 
off,” said Capt. Brown. “We 
couldn’t move in the rice paddies, 
which were cut with canals, and 
had to move the column down the 
road.” 

The assault force ran into trou- 
ble at the outset. Second Lt. 
Charles Richards Dickerson, who 
was graduated last June from 
West Point and was fighting in 
his first action, was captured 
briefly by the Reds as he recon- 
noitered an underpass. 

Three North Korean soldiers 
jumped on him from the railway 
trestle as he stood on the road 
below. They stripped him of his 
two watches and carbine and were 
about to lead him away when they. 
heard the approach of two Patton 
tanks. 

Two of Lt. Dickerson’s captors 
ran for shelter, but the third 
stayed on the road with the lieu- 
tenant. Suddenly Lt. Dickerson

Bergen, N. J., who got through 
with a jeep and ene truck before 
the enemy slammed the door. 

The bulk of the battalion broke 
through at dawn, then turned 
about and fought its way back in 
daylight ¢o0 rescue George Com- 
pany. They found George Com- 
pany back at the bridge holding 
well against easing’ enemy pres- 
sure.

TOKYO, Sept. 6 (INS)—The 
United Nations air war, hampered 
for two days by poor weather 
over Korea, roared back into high 
gear today. 

American and Australian planes 
showered bombs, rockets. fire 
bombs and machine-gun fire on 
advancing Communist troops on 
the most threatening sections of 
the Korean defense lines, 

Effectiveness of this intense 
close support of ground forces 
was pointed up in a statement 
from Maj. Gen. William B. Kean, 
commander of the Twenty-fifth 
Infantry Division. 

Surrounded Troops Saved. 

He said pilots “blazed napalm 
(fire) rockets and 50 caliber ma- 
chine guns” on North Korean 
troops who. had surrounded a for- 
ward company of the Twenty-fifth. 
Gen. Kean said the strike—only 
100 yards from the American posi- 
tions—“knocked out enough of the 
enemy to ease the pressure.” 

AS a result Of poor weather 
Fifth Air Force pilots were able 
to mount only 260 sorties against 


_the enemy yesterday, roughly half 


of the average maintained during 
the current big Communist push. 

Using radar to circumvent the 
weather in the north, B-29 Super- 
forts today dumped 350 tons of 
high explosive bombs on North 
Korean military targets. 

More than 200 tons of this 
strike were aimed at industrial 
targets at Haeju, 70 miles south 
of the North Korean capital at 
Pyongyang. Haeju is the site of a 
large munitions manufacturing 
plant supplying dynamite, gun- 
powder and other war materials 
for North Korean forces. 

Bridges Bombed. 

Other B-29s struck at bridges 

and marshalling yards along ene- 
my supply routes. 
F-80 Shooting Stars, F-51 Mus- 
ngs, B-26 light bombers, Aus- 
tralian Mustangs, British and 
United States Navy and Marine 
planes alsostook part in today’s 
action, making 223 sorties in sup- 
port of ground troops. 

Air Force headquarters said 317 
sortics were flown during today’s 
daylight hours. A “conservative” 
estimate of results was that 10 
Russian-built tanks were de- 
stroyed and seven others dam- 
aged. Eight of the enemy tanks 
knocked out were in the sector 
defended by South Korean troops,

Senator O’Mahoney ‘Dem.). 
Wyoming. announced he would 
open public hearings tomorrow by 
the Senate Interior Committee he 
heads. Chapman, he added, will 
be the first witness and Schoep- 
pel will be invited to attend. 

Democratic senators termed 
Schoeppel’s accusations ‘‘politics.” , 
O'Mahoney said his charges were 
similar to ones checked in 1948 
by a House Labor subcommittee 
which, he said. gave Chapman “al 
clean bill.” 

Blow at Alaska Statehood. 

Schoeppel coupled his attack! 
on Chapman with a broadside , 
against persons pressing for state- | 
hood for Alaska. He said he favors 
statehood for both Alaska and 
Hawaii “but not as adjuncts of 
the Department of Interior. I do 
not want to wake up and find a 
so-called American quisling doing | 
a job that might be serving the 
purposes of Sovict Russia.” 

He accused Alaskan Gov. Ernest 
Gruening and Delegate E. L. Bart-

Buck and Annie to such fancy 
monikers as O’Keena Teera and 
Pascal. There are Walker, July, 
Trigg, and Trumbo sstrains of 
foxhounds, but the Walkers over- 
shadowed the field in numbers. 
One hunter had 14 hounds en- 
tered. These dogs are bred in the 
purple and their generations of 
breeding extend back to the 
original foxhounds which were 
imported from England by the 
early settlers of Virginia. En- 
durance, trailing, hunting, and 
speed were the basis for the 
judging and the officials insisted 
that the hounds must score in all 
to be given consideration for the 
awards. ' 

All hunters are agreed that 
foxes are the most intelligent of 
all animals and each hunter tried 
to outdo the others in telling tales 
of the shrewdness and sagacity of 
the animals when pursued. All 
were agreed that foxes will re- 
lieve each other in the chase when 
they are hard pressed by the 
hounds. Many hunters told of in- 
stances of the No. 2 fox standing 
in open view after the weary and 
exhausted No. 1 fox had passed, 
so that the dogs, on sighting the 
No. 2 fox, would give pursuit and 
permit the tired No. 1 fox to go 
scot free. 

Foxes are also known to retrace 
their former trail, leaving a spore 
leading in both directions, in or- 
der to confuse the hounds and, 
when hard pressed, will mingle 
with a herd of cattle. The fox’s 
silent intrusion is not noticed, but 
the baying dogs, on approaching 
the cattle, are met with lowered 
heads and flying hoofs and driven 
away. 


Smart Mr. Fox. 

One veteran hunter, in com- 
menting on the intelligence of the 
fox, Zold of a fox which he ob- 
servéa in a sheep pen, picking up 
stray bits of wool until he had a 
fair-sized ball of it in his mouth. 
The observer, puzzled by this ac- 
tion, was more perplexed when 
the fox waded out in the stock 
pond and only the tip of his nose 
and the ball of wool were not cov- 
ered with water. The fox stood 
still for nearly a half hour, then 
released the ball of wool from his 
mouth, waded out of the pond, and 
went his way. The observer, in 
his amazement, retrieved the ball 
of wool which was working alive 
with hundreds of fleas, of which 
the fox had rid himself by this 
maneuver. “Yep, they're not 
named a fox for nothin’”, the 
hunter concluded. 

Most of the hunters were in 
agreement that the “feud”  be- 
tween the fox hunters and quail 
hunters is grossly exaggerated. 
Admitting the foxes would take

Potential Upset for Plan. 

As in the case of Iran, we can- 
not tell how these Kremlin plans 
for Europe will be affected by 
our firm response in Korea. Since 
terror is the essential ingredient 
of the Kremlin program, and 
since a Korea-stimulated buildup 
of American strength may ulti- 
mately dispel this terror of Rus- 
sian power, the result may be to 
upset every calculation of the 
Politburo. But the result may 
also be to tempt the Politburo to 
strike far sooner than had been 
intended at Berlin or in Yugo- 
slavia, or elsewhere. For the 
present, at any rate, there is no 
doubt that the Kremlin, sooner or 
later, hopes to break the line in 
Europe. If the line in Europe 
breaks anywhere, it will break 
everywhere. And then, not very 
long after all the nonaggression 
pacts have been  tremulously 
signed, the Soviet viceroys will 
organize their vast domains in the 
ee sourceland of our civiliza- 

on. 

Such is the first part of the les- 
son of Korea, that this Kremlin 
world strategy exists beyond ques- 
tion; that it is to be taken com- 
pletely seriously; and that is must 
be checkmated at all costs. The 
problem that confronts us is no 
anti-bandit operation in a small 
and unknown land, which can be 
carried on with all the customary 
delights of business-as-usual and 
politics-as-usual. Our problem is 
a titanic struggle for world do- 
minion. | 

Second Part of Lesson. 

As for the second part of the 
lesson of Korea, it is as unpleas- 
ant as the first. If we treat the 
Korea war as an isolated anti- 
bandit operation, every basic 
cause of the Kremlin’s aggression 
there will continue to operate 
with increasing force. Soviet war 
preparations will go forward with 
mounting effectiveness—for the 
British and American intelli- 
gences believe that the Kremlin 
has moved in Korea three full 
years before ‘the climax of 
the Russian rearmament. Mean- 
while, our own ‘power, by the 
same token, will grow relatively 
less with every passing month. 
Soon or late, another vulnerable 
flank will be attacked; whether 
Iran or Burma, or Berlin or Yugo- 
slavia, it hardly matters. Again 
the iron engine of the Kremlin 
world strategy will begin to op- 
erate. And when that happens 
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flanks, like Korea and Iran, al- 
though this vulnerability plays its 
part. The true basis of the Krem- 
lin’s world strategy, in fact, is the 
simple predominance of the naked 
military power of the Soviet em- 
pire over the armed strength of 
the United States and the free 
world. The real “soft spot” that 
invited the Korean attack was not 
the weakness of the ineffectual 
Syngman Rhee, but our own weak- 
ness. 

On this point, theoretically re- 
sponsible American leaders have 
recently misrepresented so much 
and dodged so often behind the 
useful screens of “military se- 
crecy” that the average American 
must be astonished to learn the 
danger of our situation. All over 
this country, people are angrily 
asking why an overt act of Soviet 
aggression was needed to disclose 
the true state of our defenses, 
and how our defenses got that 
way. 

Road te Korea in 1948. 

Curiously enough, the moment

Forrestal, 
gray-faced, exhausted by his bur- 
dens, already .in the last phase 
before his ‘final tragedy, was the 
speaker. With all his earnest- 
ness, he warned of Soviet war 
preparations. Slowly and pain- 
fully, he presented the case for 
an American defense expenditure 
based on the realistic strategic 
requirements created by Russian 
rearmament, amounting to 17 bil- 
lion dollars in 1949-50. 

The President listened coldly. 
The others present contributed 
little. And when Forrestal’s pres- 
entation was concluded, the Presi- 
dent quickly gave his decision— 
strategic requirements would not 
be taken as the basis of our 
effort, the Soviet threat would be 
dealt with by hoping for the best, 
and defense expenditure would be 
held under an arbitrary ceiling of 
14 billion dollars. 

Although almost no one realizes 
it, American foreign policy was 


the end of the war until that day 
in November 1948, a different 
rule had been followed. What- 
ever was required, we _ did, 
whether it was to aid Greece and 
Turkey or to launch a Marshall 
plan. Furthermore, toward the 
close of this remarkable period of 
American. policy making, when 
the conduct of affairs was domi- 
pated by Forrestal and Under 
Secretary of State Robert A. Lov- 
ett, the urgency of the defense 
problem had already been clearly 
recognized. 3 

Emergency Program Started. 

The coup d'etat in Czechoslo- 
vakia had rung the alarm, touch- 
ing off an emergency American 
rearmament program in the early 
spring of 1948, when the de- 
mobilization mess was beginning 
to be cleaned up. By the.sum- 
mer of 1948 this emergency pro- 
gram was being transformed into 
a coherent long - range plan. 
Lovett,.Forrestal and Senator Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg had laid the 
groundwork for the Atlantic Pact, 
to co-ordinate the whole effort of 
the West and to permit us to con- 
tribute to the strength of our 
allies. 

By patience and persistence, 
Forrestal had induced the rival 
services to be reasonable in their 
requests and to fit their own pro- 
grams into the larger Western 
pattern. The seventeen billion 
dollars that Forrestal argued for 
at the White House was the neces- 
sary first .payment for a con-

Truman’s Responsibility. 


In the last analysis, of course, 
the final responsibility for the 
solemn decisions belonged to the 
President himself. He was suf- 
fering, that November, from his 
election-born attack of euphoric 
cockiness, and he was in full re- 
volt against his former meek de- 
pendence on such men as Lovett 
and Forrestal. Yet it is hard to 
be too harsh with Truman, who 
has generally acted with courage 
and forthrightness whenever he 
has been well advised. 

In the first place, he consulted 
Gen. Marshall about Forrestal's 
program; and the general, by 
then out of touch with defense 
problems, merely stated that we 
should be content with: an ade- 
‘quate “posture of defense.” And 
in the seeond place, most of our 
present ‘peril might still «have 
been averted if Forrestal had 
‘been replaced by.a man of equal 
stature. -.Instead, his successor 
‘was the politically minded. Louis 
A. Johnson, hell-bent for election 
in the role of the great econ- 
omizer, 

What ensued is a far fitter sub- 


tion than any topic that has pre- 
occupied the senatorial inquisitors 
in recent years. Truman’s 1948 
decision had simply stabilized the 
strength of the American armed 
services at the level already 
achieved by Forrestal’s effort 
after the Czech coup. This was 
bad enough, since a great fur- 
ther buildup of strength was 
clearly essential in view of known 
Soviet war preparation. But 
Johnson, crying aloud, “Econ- 
omy, economy,” then went to work 
to reduce this already existing 
American strength almost to the 
vanishing point. 


Combat Power Slashed. 

Combat unit after combat unit, 
of the air, ground and naval 
forces, was ruthlessly suppressed 
as superfluous. Aircraft replace- 
ment rates were so brutally re- 
duced that our Air Force was 
condemmed to rapid obsolescence, 
while the fleet and Marine air 
arrfis—the latter almost our only 
element of air power thoroughly 
trained in close support of ground 
forces—were hurried to the chop- 
ping block. Great gaps, such as 
our shocking deficiences in tac- 
tical aircraft, first-class tanks. 
modern anti-tank weapons and 
air-warning equipment, were 
treated as though they hardly 
existed. The research-and-de- 
velopment program was left to 
stagnate. . 

To present the facts in detail 
would require a book, but one 
specific illustration will convey 
the character of Johnsonian 
“economy.” The basic yardstick 
of a nation’s air power is, of 
course, its air-frame-weight pro- 
duction. The Soviet production 
has been above 50,000,000 pounds 
annually for at least two years. 
Our Air Policy Board set 45,000.- 
000 pounds as the peacetime mini- 
mum for reasonable defensive 
readiness. But, in 15 months of 
the Johnson regime, air-frame- 
weight production was cut until 
the annual rate reached a low of 
21,500,000 pounds, or 40 per cent 
under the Forrestal level and 
nearly 60 per cent below the 
established strategic require- 
ments. In terms of numbers. we 
were producing about one-twelfth 
@s many aircraft on Korea Day 
as we were on Pearl Harbor Day! 

Staggering Sums Wasted. 

In: order to achieve these cuts. 
staggering sums were § totally 
wasted in penalty payments for 
contract cancellations, which 
were, however, pleasingly press- 
releasable as “savings.” And at 
each new “saving” accomplished 
by these methods, Louis Johnson 
cried again and more loudly that 
he was making no sacrific® of 
‘armed power. Indeed, he repeat- 
edly claimed that we were grow- 
ing stronger and stronger. . 

When Forrestal laid down his 
office. we had a respectable. if 
insufficient, military establish- 
ment, and were still increasing 
our strength, although at too 
slow a rate. When the Korean 
war broke out, one man’s mis- 
statements had become a leading 
item in the inventory of our 
strength.

It seems incredible today that 
this sort of thing can have gone

Asia. Yet the record speaks for 
itself, except on one point. This 
is the transformation of the At- 
lantic Pact, the supposed great 
instrument of the defence of the 
whole Western world, into a mere 
hollow mockery. 


Need for Strong Allies. 
Here we come to the third part 
It is not 
only the strength of the United 
States that the Kremlin watches 
and measures Soviet power 
against. America, although un- 
avoidably the leader, cannot un- 
dertake the whole task of defend- 
ing the Western world. Strong 
allies—a strong Britain, a strong 
Canada, strong nations in all of 
Western Europe—are’ needed to 
share the burden and guard the 
long lines of the frontier. 

Only this broader base of 
strength can dvercome the Euro- 
pean fear of Soviet power, which 
continues to stimulate the post- 
war neurosis and now makes all 
Western Europe vulnerable to 
the new Kremlin world strategy 
of terror. Only this solid West- 
ern strength can neutralize the 
danger of aggression in the polit- 
ically confused Middle and Far’ 
East. In the existing state of: 
world politics, non-Soviet Asia is 
essentially an extension of the 
West. And only the power of 
the center can protect the other- 
wise indefensible flanks. 


It was with all these points in- be 


mind that Lovett and Vandenberg 
and Forrestal laid the first plans 
for the Atlantic Pact. The pact

Pact was grandiosely signed in 
Washington, the American Gov- 
ernment was urgently pressed to 
name Gen. Omar Bradlev as a 
sort of commander in chief of 
the West. 

Embarrassing to Johnson. 

Exactly such a setup had been 
envisioned by Forrestal and 
Lewett and would certainly have 
been approved by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff under Forrestal’s leader- 
ship. _But for America to take 
the lead, for the Atlantic alliance 
to be sanely organized, could 
have most unfortunate conse- 
quences in the new Johnsonian 
era. Serious defense plans would 
thus be made. Great deficiencies 
would thus be disclosed. The 
whole defense issue would thus 
be unavoidably and _ squarely 
posed. And all this would he 
acutely embarrassing, when ruth- 
less reductions in America’s 
own armed forces -were being 
consistently presented, by the 
Secretary of Defense himself. as 
brilliant measures of economy 
and efficiency. 

Although the less-time-serving 
members of the top staff fought 
a hard battle, the Joint Chiefs 
rejected the Atlantic leadership 
that our allies pressed upon us. 
The organization of the Atlantic 
Pact became a cat’s cradle of 
committees and commissions and 
councils, advisory groups and 
standing groups and regional 
groupings. 

In addition, the American de- 
fense planners were specifically

Effects of “Economy.” 

Such have been the effects of 
Johnsonian “economy.” It has 
been even less excusable than the 
disastrous stupidity that Baldwin 
and Chamberlain, Sir John Simon 
and Sir Horace Wilson committed 
against Britain in the 1930s. But 
the: real question that confronts 
us now can be put in one sen- 
tence: What do we do? 

What-we do must be condi- 
tioned not only by the longer- 
range factors already described 
but also by the existing military 
situation. Here is where the Ko- 
rean attack has, obviously, pro- 
duced the most direct effects. For 
a long time the available forces 
of our major potential allies have 
been pretty completely tied down. 

Almost the whole French pro- 
fessional army has long been com- 
}mitted in Indochina, leaving little 
Strength even for the German 
occupation, while Britain’s forces 
are thoroughly engaged, either in 
Germany or on ordinary but es- 
sential empire duties, as in the 
Middle East or in the anti-guerril- 
la campaign in Malaya. This was 
less alarming while the forces of 
America were not committed. But 
because of our previous disarma- 
ment, the Korean attack has now 
required the total commitment, 
on this distant and difficult ter- 
rain, of all the existing free 
strenzth of the United States. 


Red Army Uncommitted. 

In contrest, except for the oc- 
cupztion army in Eastern Ger- 
many—which is in the hardest 
combat training — no important

In these categories, the 
masters of the Kremlin still suf- 
fer from deficiencies, although 
they are working hard to over- 
come them. Moreover, although 
they are improving it rapidly, 
they have not as yet completed 
the air defense of their homeland. 
On the recent European trip of 
one of these reporters, a great 
British air leader remarked to 
him, “We may as well face it; 
there’s going to be a very bad 
time, which we'll have to get 
through on nerve plus willingness 
to use atomic weapons if necese 
sary.” That time is now upon us 


Soviet Preparations Incomplete, 


Second, there 1s the incomplete- 
ness of Soviet war preparations. 
The effects of the unfinished state 
of Russian rearmament should not 
be overestimated; but they should 
not be ignored either. Besides 
the more obvious problems of 
atomic stocks and air defense, ale 
ready mentioned, transport de- 
ficiencies, for example, must also 
be a powerful deterrent. In the 
present state of the East-West 
rail-and-road net, it is even hard 
to see how Russia could deploy in 
Western Europe the great armies 
that would be demanded by a 
general, war. 


Third—an.i this is the most im- 
portant point of ull—the men who 
should know best from long, first- 
hand experience, are convinced 
that a general war is the one 
thing Stalin and the Politburo 
still hoggle at. The outcome must 
test the verdict of the experts, 
But it must be said that the exe 
pert view is supported by the nae 
ture of the Kremlin world strate 
egy, so elaborately and astutely 
calculated to secure the effects of 
a gigantic: victory in war by mere 
local operations, terror tactics 
and menaces. And it must be 
said also. that the other argu- 
ments that the experts offer are 
equally convincing. 


To trace these arguments ifn 
any detail would require a seeond 
report as long ‘as this one, Suf- 
fice it to say that there are two 
main ones, The first concerns the 
instability of the slave base of 
the Soviet power pyramid, 


A Bet Hitler Missed. 


After the German attack on 
Russia, the Russian villages greet- 
ed the invaders with bread and 
salt. Russian men _ volunteered, 
literally in hundreds of thoue 
sands, to serve in German divi- 
sions. Indeed, there is a mass of 
evidence that Hitler might have 
used the Russians to beat Russia, 
if his folly of racism had not led 
him to proclaim the policy of 
scorched varth, which in turn 
stimulated and_ solidified the 
Russian resistance. And if this 
was the situation in the Soviet 
Union in 1941. what must be the 
conditions in the satellites today? 


As for the second argument, it 
is founded on personal observa- 
tion of Joseph Vissarionovich Stae 
lin himself, by such men as W, 
Averell Harriman, Charles fF, 
Bohlen and Harry L. Hopkins, 
To all of these, and to many other 
Americans and Englishmen who 
saw him in wartime, Stalin re- 
peatedly confessed his bottomless 
respect for the American indus- 
trial’ potential, when it was 
mobilized. None of those who 
have heard him on this subject 
thinks that the dictator of the 
new Soviet empire will wish to 
court a general war with a mobi- 
lized America, however glittering 
may be the promises of early 
triumph. 

Must Show Readiness to Fight. 


Here, of course, is the final, the 
conclusive, the quintessential part 
of Korea’s grim“lesson. We and 
the whole free world are in most 
dreadful danger because we, as 
leaders of the free world, have 
ignored the inherent menace of 
Soviet war preparation. We may 
hope that the existing deterrents 
may still operate, for a while, to 
prevent the further Soviet aggres- 
sions that could lead only to @ 
third world war. 


But we must face the cruel 
will 
operate at all only if we show 
ourselves ready to fight Russia 
herself, if need be, in order to 
save the cause of freedom in the 
world. And we must face the fur- 
ther cruel fect that even if we 
show this willingness, the exist- 
ing deterrents are, all of them, 
wasting assets, which will grow 
less and lets effective as the Rus- 
sian rearmament continues. 


In this position to which our 
own folly has brought us, we have 
only one recourse. Everything 
that can conceivably contribute 
to the strength of the free world 
must now be done without hesita- 
tion, without question, without re- 
gard to politics or cost.

How Vital Is Formosa? 


President Truman’s statement that the Sev- 
enth fleet can be withirawn from Formosa 
waters when the Korean war is ended re-empha- 
sizes his rejection of Gen. MacArthur’s effort 
to make that-island an integral pert of our Far 
Eastcrn defenses. The statement was timely, for 
some Americans who recognize the gross im- 
propriety of Gen. MacArthur's attempt to take 
over tne formation of Far Eastern policy may 
still assume that he was right in the policy he 
acvocated. 

Gen. MacArthur, however, is not the only 
military men to think about Formosa. The 
whole problem was thrashed out last December 
and early January by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and the National Security Council, and the 
result of that intensive review of policy was 
President Truman’s statement of Jan. 5, in which 
he rejected military aid for Chiang Kai-shek on 
Formosa and declared that we had no desire to 
establish military bases there. 

Military advice, no doubt including Mace- 
Arthur’s, was fuily utilized in reaching that 
decision. The nature of the advice was indicated 
by Chairman Connally of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee when he told the Sen- 
ate, on Jan. 9, that “the Chiefs of Staff have 
found that Formosa would be of no strategic 
value to us.” : 

The Associated Press, reporting President 
Truman’s decision on Jan. 5, said: 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff have taken the 
_ position that Formosa, while an important 
place, is not of sufficient strategic value to 

American defenses in the western Pacific 

to warrant involving American forces in its 

defense. | 

According to Wallace R. Deuel of. the Post- 
Dispatch Washington staff, writing on Jan. 6, 
Gen. Omar Bradley had taken the view that 
Formosa was doomed. While conceding that 
the island had strategic importance, Gen. Brad- 
ley said it could be withheld from the Com- 
munists only by American occupation, and this 
he did not advocate. He urged that a military 
mission be sent in the hope of delaying Com- 
munist conquest, but he agreed that non- 
military considerations might make even this 
step inadvisable. President Truman so decided, 
and military aid was therefore rejected at 
that time. 

The Communist invasion of South Korea has 
introduced new factors in the Far Eastern situ- 
ation, but it has not changed the basic strategic 
value of Formosa to our defenses. If the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff could decide in January that 
the island was not vital enough to warrant oc- 
cupation or conversion to an American base, 
then Gen. MacArthur’s contrary views are 
clearly in conflict, not only with State De- 
partment policy, but with the considered judg- 
ment of his military superiors. 

It goes without saying that from a strictly 
military point of view control of Formosa would 
be convenient to our Far Eastern defenses. In 
the same way, it would be even more conven- 
ient to control the Chinese ports from which 
an attack might come, and still more useful 
to control Peiping and Moscow. 

But policy must be based on realities. One 
of the realities is that a Far Eastern defense 
can be organized without Formosa. Another 
is that at Cairo and Potsdam our government 
committed itself to the return of Formosa to 
China, Another is that every consideration of 
national interest requires that we make every 


‘proper effort to avoid military involvement with 


Communist China. 
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True Portrait of Sagittarius

something unpardonable. It identified the

Early Bird 

One of the nice things about the way Grant- 
land Rice makes his annual pre-season choice 
of the first 10 college football teams is the 
apologetic way in which he does it. This proves 
that Mr. Rice, the dean of sports commentators, 
has not let time pass without learning a trick 
or two. It is hard to quarrel with an apologetic 
prophet. Besides, Mr. Rice names Notre Dame 
as the number one team, and who could quarrel 
with that? 

About the only point of question in the Rice 
rankings is the apparent pointlessness of them, 
since all that is required is a little patience, and 
the best teams will rank themselves. Teams 
have been doing it for years. Last year, for 
example, Mr. Rice named Oklahoma first, Notre 
Dame sixth, and in between there were Michi- 
gan, Vanderbilt, Cornell and Southern Metho- 
dist. The actual playing season was devoted to 
getting these five teams out from in between, or 
just out. 

By and large Mr. Rice made a fair to middling 
Cassandra, naming five of the first 10, and 
that is a 500 effort. And by listing his 10 best 
in August, he leaves himself four or five months 
in which to change his mind. This is a pretty 
good business, for there is a function in life 
for experts who let other people prove them 


wrong. Another point, too, is that summer foot- 
ball standings help take our minds off other, 
more pressing issues, such as the standings of 
the Cardinals and Browns. 


*Rithmetic for a School Year 


With nearly one fourth of the country’s pop- | 


ulation enrolling in schools this month, a little 
old fashioned ‘rithmetic is in order, and it adds 
up to considerable sutraction of educdztional 
opportunities. 


The 36,000,000 school and college students — 


this year total 4,000,000 more than last year, but 
the country hrsn’t seen anything yet. By ° 960, 
the Federal Office of Education xays, there will 
be 44,000,000 students, and where will we put 
them? The National Education Association re- 
ports a severe shortage of school buildings in 
cities of more than ha¥ the states right now. 

The lack of facilities also applies to teachers, 
and to teachers’ salaries, which in turn affects 
the number of teachers. This year there are 
22,000 new candidates with four years of col- 
lege work, available for elementary school 
teaching. However, more than 45,000 teachers 
are expected to retire in 1950-51. And there 
are 31,000 teachers in 20 states who have less 
then 60 semester hours of college preparation, 
and might be replaced—if there were anyone 
to replace them. 

Teachers’ salaries have been improved a little, 
but the teacher has suffered in comparison with 
other employed persons. In 1940, public school 
‘teachers were paid $150 more a year than the 
average for all employes, but by 1948 teachers 
were getting $194 less. The teacher’s average 
salary wes $2985, which is not much as it stands, 
and is only $1760 in terms of prewar purchasing 
power. 

St. Louis is above the national average in 
what it does to educate its children, but can 
take little pride in that. For one thing, the 
national average includes extremely poor areas. 
For another, St. Louis has not kept up with 
other comparable cities. Teachers’ salaries here 
remain about $300 less than the average for 14 
big cities. As for school buildings, at least 43 
still in use in St. Louis are more than 50 years 
old. 

As the ‘rithmetic shows, most of the nation 
has neglected the increasing demands upon it 
for a growing educational system. But St. Louis 
is the country’s eighth largest city. It has no 
excuse for ranking twenty-seventh in what it 
spends on a school child. 
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A Ste to Sake Yack 


President Truman may be hard pressed these 
days, but there is no excuse whatever for him 
to say that the Marine Corps has “a propa- 
ganda machine that is almost equal to Stalin’s.” 

Such an extravagant statement would be in 
questionable taste at any time when sent by the 
President to a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in a serious lIctter. Just now when 
the Marines are doing their share of the fight- 
ing and dying in Korea, the remark is without 
the least defense. ; 

Of course the Marines have their defenders 
and also their protagonists in the battle over 
service status in the Department of Defense. 
They have an honorable history and they are 
entitled to put their case strongly if they like. 
If Mr. Truman wants to say that they are going 
too far let him do so—without likening the 
Marines’ activities to Stalin’s methods. 

Here is a statement of his own which the 
President should disavow. To many men in 
uniform, it will be far more offensive than any- 
thing Gen. MacArthur said about policy on For- 
mosa. And that statement Mr. Truman re- 
quired the General to withdraw publicly. 
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The Survey—A Magazine of Value 

It is good to see the September issue of The 
Survey—good because recent issues have been 
reduced in size and there have been rumors 
that this splendid magazine might be forced 
to suspend because of mounting costs of pub- 
lishing. The September issue is still on an 
“austerity” basis, but it contains Editor Paul 
Kellogg’s word that there is hope the fall season 
will bring a solution to the three-year struggle 
to conserve The Survey and its parent organi- 
zation Survey Associates, Inc. 

The Post-Dispatch trusts that this trail-blazing 
monthly magazine is over the hill of financial 
difficulty. The Survey has pioneered so long 
and, opened up discussion in so many fields 
which are now commonplace that it deserves 
the appreciation of the entire country. Fate 
would be not only unkind but also unfair if it 
cut down the magazine which dealt with housing 
and unemployment and social security ang many 
other related themes long before there was a 
New Deal in government. * 

The new issue is an excellent demonstration 
of The Survey’s value. Eduard C. Lindeman, 
back from a visiting professorship at the Uni- 
versity of Delhi, describes the moral sense of 
India and what it has to offer to a frightened, 
cynical age. A South Carolinian reports a 
moving lesson in race relations from a rural 
crossroads. Dr. Dorothy V. Whipple, Washing- 
ton pediatrician, tells what Americans may learn 
from British gains and mistakes in health care. 
An occupation wife describes American families 
in Germany—“with many of the superficialities 
and few of the realities of life back in the 
states.” 

If The Survey were to suspend, social work- 
ers. and others would need to develop at once 
a publication to try to take its place. The 
sensible course is to give The Survey the se- 
eure, sound footing that its mission in American 
life entitles it to enjoy.

It is based on startling 
facts revealed by researches into the atti- 
tudes and habits of the accident ‘“repeat- 
er” culprit, now recognized as the cause 
of most of our so-called accidents. 


A Government survey of Connecticut 
auto driving records showed that 4 per 
cent of the state’s drivers had 36 per 
cent of the traffic accidents reported dur- 
ing a six-year period. More recent sur- 
veys in other states have established that 
between 5 and 10 per cent of the drivers 
regularly contribute more than half of the 
total traffic accidents recorded in those 
states. 


British and American researches going 
back through 30 years of casualties have 
demonstrated that about 20 per cent of 
the population consistently have 80 per 
cent of all accidents of all kinds. 

When the persons with the accident- 
producing habits are removed from any 
group of people, total accidents for the 
group nose-dive with startling suddenness. 


The Typical Repeater 


A large public utility concern employing. 


several hundred truck drivers cut its traf- 
fie accident rate 80 per cent by simply 
taking the drivers with the bad accident 
records off their trucks and transferring 
them to other jobs—where they continued 
to have accidents, but hurt themselves in- 
stead of killing and injuring other people 
with their trucks. 

With 40,000,000 licensed aytomobile driv- 
ers in the United States, and 2,000,000 
new drivers being licensed each year, traf- 
fic accident clinics of experts have been 
studying the accident repeater problem in 
such heavy-traffic states as Connecticut, 
Michigan, New York and California. The 
outstanding fact that crops up in every 
such clinic, says the study, is that the 
drivers with repeated accidents almost al- 
ways have accompanying records of re- 
peated traffic law violations. 

In a driver research clinic,conducted in 
Michigan, 100 accident repeaters studied 
had had 528 accidents and had been ar- 
rested 769 times for traffic law violations 
in a 10-year period. The typical accident 
repeater knew less about highway rules, 
got upset and “rattled” more easily under 
trying conditions, and tended to resent 
rules and authority. A “show-off” streak 
wes frequently found in such drivers. 

A certain number of accident repeaters 


are found by the various state clinics’ ex- 
tensive testing laboratories to be abnormal 
personalities needing medical or psychia- 
tric treatment; others reveal defects in 
eyesight, hearing or muscular response. 
The vast majority, however, are simply 
persons with bad habits and wrong men- 
tal attitudes of resentment or contempt 
towards rules, regulations and common 
courtesy. 

Outstanding safety experts interviewed 
in the insurance company’s investigation 
were in agreement that even the most 
elaborate safety education program has 
little effect unless it sets up safety rules 
that are backed by a hard-hitting, im- 
partial enforcement program, with severé 
penalties for offenders. The typical acci- 
dent repeater ignores safety teachings 
and figuratively thumbs his nose at safety 
be cana unless compelled to respect 

em. 


To Stop the Slaughter 


The various state accident clinics have 
as their number one aim the identifica- 
tion of the potential accident-repeater in 
advance, or, at least, early in his destruc- 
tive career. Then, vigorous preventive 
measures in the form of canceled permits, 
enforced safety training and future sur- 
veillance can be concentrated where they 
= pay off with maximum life-saving re- 
sults. 

From the numerous research records 
studied, the insurance company summar- 
izes basic recommendations for reducing 
our annual traffic slaughter: 

Set up scientifie accident research clinics 
in all states—not in just a few. Empower 
them to call in for examination every driv- 
er with a record of repeated accidents or 
of repeated safety law violations. Cancel 
the driving permits of those persons found 
physically or mentally unqualified. 

Educate the safety law violators in traf- 
fic rules and try to change their attitude; 
then “give them che works” and remove 
them from contact with a steering wheel 
if they continue to violate safety regula- 
tions. With blame clearly focussed on the 
group who cause most of our auto cas- 
ualties, the public will demand and sup- 
port far more vigorous traffic law en- 
ee than now exists in most locali- 
ties. 

Also expand the training of teen-agers 
in safe driving ices, through high 
school driver training classes. Clean up 
our present ridiculous hodge-podge of 
state driver license laws and develop uni- 
form license requirements throughout the 
nation, with strict qualification tests, to 
make sure that all new drivers get the 
right start.

A Statesman’s Meditations 


i,:t UNBROKEN THREAD, by Viscount Templeweod. 

(Knopf, 320 pgs., $3.) 

Because of the odd custom in Britain of 
allowing many of their best known public 
figures to disappear behind the disguise 
of a new naine assumed when they are 
elevated, or retired, to the peerage, we 
must needs first identify Viscount Temple- 
wvood. We know him. better as Sir Sam- 
uel Hoare who was British Foreign Secre- 
tary at the time of Mussolini’s Ethiopian 
adventure and engineered the abortive 
Hoare-Laval pact. In World War II he 
served as ambassador to Spain and suc- 
cessfully accomplished his mission of keep- 
ing Franco out of the war. 

Affairs of state, however, have no place 
in this volume. There are other things 
closer to the author’s heart. He confesses 
to having a taste for books, trees and 
birds far exceeding his enjoyment of pub- 
lic life. And now that he has by his own 
admission reached that last stage of life 
when it is fitting for a man to meditate 
within himself and 
look back over his 
life, it is those tastes 
that he is indulging. 

The memoir takes 
the form of a com- 
bined family history 
and reminiscence of 
his own private life. 
“The Unbroken 
Thread” is an apt 
title because through 
six generations—the 
author himself being 
Sanuel VI — the 
Hoare family adhered 
with remarkable fi- 
delity to the same 
unchafiging pattern of living. The mould 
was set by Samuel I in the eighteenth 
century when he combined a zealous Quak- 
er faith with the successful pursuit of the 
banking profession. The most marked 
Hoare traits in consequence were sobriety 
and a zeal for good causes, and caution 
and an aptitude for making money. But 
the family characteristic that Templeton 
dwells upon most, because he shares it 
to the full, is an enthusiasm for sport. 
Whether a love of game shooting is a nat- 
ural accompaniment of Quakerism and 
banking he does not tell us. 

The family Sporting Book was begun in 
1811, and the same capacious calf-bound 
volume in which the first entries were 
made in 1847 is still in use today to record 
the daily bags. Extracts quoted from it 
show that some of his ancestors were ex- 
cellent shots and that game along the 
Norfolk coast, where the family had its 
country estate, was plentiful. In 1828, for 
instance, the total bag of 5155 included 
over 3000 partridges and 600 pheasants. It 
was possible in those days for ong gun to 
kill as many as 50 or 60 partridges in a 
day. 
But the Hoares were not only enthusi- 
astic hunters, they were also ardent orni- 
thologists. The diary ‘ells, for example, 
the story of the successful re-introduction 
into the British Isles, through their efforts, 
of the long extinct capercailzie. 

d Templeton writes with zest and 
makes the reader, even when far remowed 
from those Norfolk haunts, share his en- 
joyment in his happy memories. His pages 
remind us that there once was a time—. 
and not so long ago at that—when there 
were people like the Hoares who were 
truly contended with their quiet lives and 
who did their daily work with a continuity 
of effort and fixity of purpose that was 
almost monotonous. In these stormy days 
such recollections have a strong nostalgic 
quality.

Summer Hotel 


AVING just spent several weeks in a summer hotel, I loek back 
upon the experience with surprise and even a little awe. The 
hotel is an old and rambling wooden structure ovérlooking Lake 
Michigan at Grand Haven. For many years, it has been a favorite 
resort for St. Louisans; in fact, if one were to judge from the 
licenses on the cars parked nearby, one would guess himself still 
in Missouri. 
The hotel in questign—and there must- be scores like it—is 
decidedly not in the de luxe class. There are a few rooms and 
suites with lath, but these are carefully reserved from year to 
year, such as the judicial suite occupied by Federal Judge Moore 
and Mrs. Moore. The catch-as-catch-can visitor takes what he can 
get, and it is usually “one without.” 
* * 
A PERSON ACCUSTOMED to the creature comforts might 
deem this a severe bardship, yet such is the atmosphere of the 
place that it is soon taken for granted. This atmosphere is one 
of sheer and joyous democracy; it had better be joyous. One 
man told me he had just met his plumber, who had arrived as a 
fellow guest. There is nothing remarkable about this, but just 
before leaving home he had paid the plumber’s bill, marking on 
it: “This is outrageous.” My friend and his plumber carried it 
off “magnificently, as though the incident had never happened. 
At these summer hotels, you are thrown at one instant into 
the closest kind of intimacy, though you may never have seen 
one another before or may never see one another again. You meet 
three times a day in the large dining room where costumes and 
behavior are under mutual scrutiny. You meet in the hallways in 
scanty attire, contesting for shower and tub. You meet on the 
beach. After meals, you meet in the lobby or on the porches or 
on the shuffleboard court. ‘

MAYBE WHAT I describe as sheer and joyous democracy is 
a Pollyanna phrase. Maybe just one week more or one day more 
and the guests would blow their respective tops. But it works 
well for the time it has to work. For example, when I arrived, 
the place was swarming with kids who made noises like a thunder- 
ing herd of mickey mice. After finding out there was no defense 
against them and no escape from them, you settled down to relax 
and enjoy their, shall we say, ebullience. 
Of course, there are always child wonders. There was a little 
girl named Karen who is my choice for the Mary Pickford of 1965. 
And there was a boy named Mike who might easily be the Buster 
Keaton of the same future era. . 

INDIVIDUAL skills emerge quickly. It soon became apparent. 
to everyone that Eddie Hauer was the king of shuffleboard. 
Sewell Pangman could not be deterred by frivolity from his care- 
ful scrutiny of the newspapers and magazines or from the radio 
news. It was he who first had the word of Tom Hennings’s sur- 
prising victory over Allison. Dan Sheehan and Hube_ Echele 
were the golfers and gin rummy stars. Charlie Keebaugh was 
the master wise cracker and also the one who would take a bet on 
anything. Perhaps the most leaned-on skill was that of Dr. Mike 
Dulick, who had arrived for a respite from his professional duties, 
but who was called upon to treat numerous kinds of ailments and 
contusions and who responded with remarkable kindness and pa- 


tience.

WE HAD THE usual complement of “characters,” such as the 
big business man-who was always on the phone making heavy 
deals, while everyone in the lobby listened in. And the oldest 
resident, who had been coming up every year for a quarter of a 
century and was treated with due deference. There was Pop, the 
compleat angler, who seemed to smell when the fish were running. 
And an average assortment of comedians and practical jokers. 

The force of waitresses, chambermaids and desk clerks was 
made up of college kids picking up pin money in the vacation 
season. The gals were comely and much sought after. One of 
the boys was studying law at the University of Michigan, while 
another amazed Judge Moore by his mastery of historical knowl- 
edge. So there was hardly any field of education you couldn't 
find among the guests or the help.

BEING A contract bridge addict, I must report with melan- 
choly that the atrocious game of canasta has taken over as Amer- 
ica’s favorite after dinner entertainment. It seems to give spe- 
cial delight to old ladies, whose chirps and squabbles at the canasta 
table would start in just after the squawking kids had been put 
to bed. Even gin rummy seems to have given way in popularity 
to this Argentine importation. For me, I prefer Argentine beef, 
including the hoof and mouth disease. 

One lesson I learned this summer that a life of leisure, in- 
stead of being one of boredom, can be intensely diverting, pro- 
viding you are in the company of others similarly free. At Grand 
Haven, after a post-breaktast interval of sunning and reading the 
papers, you could pass the morning playing shuffleboard; or there 
was tennis or golf; and always the beach. In the late afternoon, 
you could always get a quick game of gin rummy, then a leisurely 
dinner, followed by bridge, jigsaw puzzles or the inevitable 
canasta.

A MacArthur Controversy Revived 


F all the angry controversies 


0 


between Gen. MacArthur and the 


top military men directing World War II in the Pentagon, 
perhaps none was as bitter as that over the outcome of the 


Battle of the Bismarck Sea. That controversy may be revived by 
an official Air Force history shortly to be released. 


The incident strikingly illus- 
trates the difficult relationship 
between Washington and the gen- 
eral, who has become a proconsul 
for America in : 

Asia. President 
Truman recent- 
ly discovered 
these difficul- 
ties for himself 
in a row that 
seemed to pit 
MacArthur, as a 
soldier, against 


politicians and 


diplomats. Dur- 
ing the last war . 

it was MacAr- “MacArthur 
thur against 

other military commanders, nota- 
bly Adm.*Chester Nimitz, com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet, with whom relations were, 
to put it mildly, strained. 


Military historians, with access 
to files still classified, have long 
debated the Bismarck Sea battle. 
After that battle, MacArthur 
claimed that B-17s, under his 
Southwest Pacific command, had 
sunk 22 transports and destroyers 
out of a Japanese convoy, with a 
loss of not less than 20,000 Jap 
troops. 


Air Force Stands Pat. 


Air Force headquarters in 
Washington made a careful study 
of this claim. In addition to all 
the material available at Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters, they had 
intelligence reports obtained 
through the breaking of the Jap 
code. Their conclusion was that 
probably not more than 14 ships 
were sunk out of a convoy that 
never included more than 16 ves- 
sels. The loss of life was put at 
much less than MacArthur's esti- 
mate. 


This called forth a series of 
angry telegrams from MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters. One of these 
telegrams signed by MacArthur 


|} suggested that those responsible 


for rating down the victory should 
be sttbjected to possible punish- 
ment by a court martial. 


Air Force headquarters braved 
MacArthur’s anger, and stuck to 
its estimate of losses in the Bis- 
marck Sea battle. The official Air 
Force history is also reported to 
stand on this version. 


But MacArthur, in September 
of 1945, in one of the most in- 
teresting direct quote interviews 
he has ever granted, repeated his 
original claim. He said the Japa- 
nese had lost 22 ships and 100 
planes in what he described as 
the “decisive aerial engagement” 
in his theater of the war. “Some 
people have doubted the figure 
in that battle, but we have the 
names of every ship sunk,” Mac- 


-iscures the 


Arthur told the reporter. 

There are those, and they in- 
clude some of MacArthur's sincere 
admirers, who explain this side af 
the general by references to the 
men around him. They tend to 
become hero - worshipers. Their 
hero-worship is actually a disserv- 
ice to MacArthur, since it ob- 
real qualities that 
make him a great man and, in the 
years in Japan, a force for peace 
and stability of incomparable 
value to his country. 


Political Storm-Center. 


_This contribution can be lost 
sight of if MacArthur becomes a 
center of political controversy, ex- 
ploited for selfish ends by some 
politicians. After 14 years out of 
the United States, the general 
may have forgotten how fierce 
and how indiscriminate are the 
political currents running in an 
election year. 


The Republican party intends 
to make its own use of MacArthur 
in* the congressional campaign. 
This could be helpful to the party. 
But, whether it will, in the longer 
perspective of history, be helpful 
to the general, is another matter. 


General MacArthur allowed 
himself to be exploited in the 
campaign year of 1948. He per- 
mitted his name to be entered 
in the Republican primary in Wis- 
consin. MacArthur ran a poor 
second to Harold Stassen. 


But the most unhappy conse- 
quence came in Philadelphia. At 
the Republican convention there 
the chief contenders for the nomi- 
nation saw sure victory for the 
nominee. They were not in the 
— to stand aside for a military 

ero. 


Convention Recalled. 


Yet MacArthur’s admirers per- 
sisted in putting his name before 
the convention, and few who sat 
through that hot night, in that 
sparsely filled convention hall, 
will forget the pathos of it. On 
the first ballot, MacArthur got 11 
votes, eight from Wisconsin, two 
from Iowa and one from Ken- 
tucky. On the second ballot, this 
dropped to seven, and the Mac- 
Arthur flurry was ovar. 


This surely did not add to the 
general's stature, nor did it make 
easier his task of governing 
Japan. If the war in Korea is 
localized and the peace is kept in 
Asia, MacArthur’s place in his- 
tory could be larger than that of 
any of the fighting generals. He 
has so much more to gain from a 
stable peace based on strength 
and security than from a war 
among the peoples with whom he 


has lived for so long.

YEARS OF PRACTICE at being Parisians has 
taught them to stay away from Alexander Graham 
Bell’s best-known.contraption. I have been told 
that those Partsiahs who can afford the luxury 
keep well stocked stables of turtles and tortoises 
which they use to carry urgent messages about the 
city. A smart turtle, which knows his way about 
the city, can deliver a message anywhere froma 
day to a week faster than it can be communicated 
over the telephone. 

For example, a few days ago Jean and I met 
some old friends, Gen. and Mrs. Frank Howley, 
who were visiting Paris after a trip to Berlin, 
where the General was our Berlin commandant 
for a long time.

I am not at all sure 
‘that Hitler didn’t shoot himself in a Paris tele- 
phone booth, and not in his Chancellery bunker.

NO, MRS. McD. there isn't: I'm not claiming any superior 
virtue for the male sex. Perhaps the main reason they don't 
‘spoil more children is that they aren't around the house 
enough to do so. There are exceptions, but for the most part 
it is Mom, not Dad, who is too possessive with the children, 
just as it is Mom, not Dad,who creates the in-law difficulties. 

Father more frequently damages his children by too little 
attention, and not too much. Sometimes, when an adolescent 
girl becomes boy crazy, it is due (partly, at least) to the fact 
that she has not had enough association with her own father. 
She is hungry for masculine companionship. 

No matter how tired he may be when he gets home in the 
evening, every father should budget his time to allow a period 
of play with his children, either before or after the evening 
meal. I have often stressed to a son the importance of associa- 
tion with his father, but for another reason it is important 
that a daughter have plenty of opportunity to associate with 
her father, instead of being always pushed off on mother. If 
she is to marry successfully in the future, she must learn to 


like men. One way to do this is to learn that men like her! She 
gets her start on this line by learning that her father likes her.

UNFORTUNATELY, THERE ARE half a million girls in 
North America who have no fathers. Their mothers have 
gone through the divorce court and deprived the children of 
a normal home—less frequently, the father himself has taken 

_ the initiative in destroying the home. Everyone recognizes that 
the boy ffom a fatherless home needs a chance to be with other 
men, but so does the girl.

OU almost always have a 

problem when both sides need 

120 and an opponent makes 
the initial meld before you do, 
Usually several rounds have been 
played befcre this happens and 
there are around 20 cards in the 

ck, making it a rich prize. It 
is now unfrozen for the opponents 
and still frozen for you. Unless 
you either meld or discard a wild 
curd (freezing the pack for both 
sides) the opponents are almost 
sure to get the pack. 

Here is a case in point. You 


Both sides need 120, as men- 
tioned before, Your right-hand op- 
ponent goes down with a joker 
and four acesf You have just 
drawn from the stock. 

The other day we showed a 
similar case. By expending nine 
cards you could have made the 
initial weld fcr 120 for your side 
too. We said, “Don't do it. Throw 
a wild card and freeze the pack.” 
Today we give the opposite advice: 
Meld. Put down the joker with the 
four eights, plus the three jacks, 
which will total 120. 

Why the. different advice? For 
this reason: On the previous hand 
you would have had to meld 2-Q- 
Q, 2-9-9, and 2-8-8. It wceuld re- 
duce your hand to two cards and 
you would still be nowhere close 
to a canasta. 

On the hand shown today, your 
meld may reduce your hand to a 
very few cards, only three; but 
the meld includes a canasta base 
in eights, and if partner can add 
an eight or a wild card you will 
have a canasta and be close to 
going out. That is what maxes the 
difference. 

Sausage Rings 

One cup grits, two rings Polish 
Sausage, one green pepper, three 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
six eggs, salt and pepper. 

Cook up the grits according to 
directions on package. Start your 
oven at broiling. 

Put sausage rings on baking 
sheet and place four inches from 
tip of flame or unit. Broil 15 
minutes or until: sausage browns 
and juices begin to sizzle out. 

While sausage cooks, chop green 
pepper into small pieces and fry 
a minute in the butter or mar- 
garine. Stir constantly so pepper 
does not brown but cooks par- 
tially. Next, beat eggs light with 
a fork, add salt and pepper to 
taste and pour eggs over pepper, 
Scramble over very low heat, 
using a fork. 

Place sausage on a hot platter, 
Fill one ring with scrambled eggs, 
the other with the cooked grits (a 
good pat of butter on top). This 
will serve six.

Fear and anger, therefore, are two of the opposing native 
traits which are desirable, if we control them by our brain. 

One purpose of fear is to gear us to a higher pitch of 
nervousness. In this state, our thoughts percolate faster and 
we find ourselvés on a war basis emotionally. hus our blood 
pressure is higher, our heart rate faster and much more sugar 
goes into the blood to serve as ready fuel for qyick action.

ANGER IS THE OPPOSING EMOTION, the purpose of 
which is to give us the impetus for attacking our enemy after 
fear has made us aware of him. : 

Anger makes a timid person brave, for it extroverts his 
attention from himself upon the external foe. Fear is intro- 
vetive, however, making us concerned with self: You can learn 
to banish fear by deliberately growing angry. 

But at bedtime, give your children a teddy bear to sleep 
with, or a doll or other animal toy. Better yet, give him a dog 
and let it sleep in his room or even on his bed, for he’ll relax 
more fully, 


Steps to Prevent Panic if A-Bombs Fall 


Some People Already Seeking ‘Safe’ Locale, but Most Will Stick to Homes— Precautions for Individual

“Victory in the field would be 
of no use to a people paralyzed by 
fear,” Lewis L. Straus, former 
member of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, warned the other 
day 

Maj. Gen. Merritt A. Edson, 
United States Marine Corps, re- 
tired, declared: 

“It won’t do us much good to 
have the most powerful ground 
forces in the world, if the home 
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OF ATOMIC ATTACK. 


front . .. can be thrown into 
chaos. A panic can easily kill 
more people than the A-bomb it- 


self.” 

What causes panic? Why do 
people placidly go to Miami, for 
instance, although the town is a 
known “target” for hurricanes un- 
leashing far more energy than an 
atomic’ explosion?

R. RALPH E. LAPP, one of 
D the Government’s atomic de- 
fense consultants, has the an- 
swer: 

“Miami visitors know the city 
is ready to cope with this type 
of disaster and is all set to pro- 
tect. their lives,” he explains. 
“What makes people jittery is the 
unknown, the unprecedented and 
the lack of preparation.” 
According to Dr. Lapp, the 
Hiroshima death toll was so high

because local officials were apa- 
thetic and hadn’t planned for 
organized relief. 

In Nagasaki; 10,000 lives might 
have been saved, had there been 
an efficient detection system. As 
it was, people weren’t properly 
alerted and had no time to take 
shelter. 


_ More than 60,000 persons died 
in Hamburg during a series of in- 
cendiary raids in July 1943 be- 
cause the city was short of fire- 
fighting equipment. 

On the other hand, Britain’s 
civil defense worked so smoothly 
that Britain suffered fewer casual- 
ties during the entire war than 
occurred in Germany, during a 
single week. That’s perhaps the 
main reason the British never lost 
their nerve. 

I will never forget a scene I 
witnessed during a V-1 alert in 


London in August 1944. Hun- 
dreds of music lovers were sitting 
around a bandstand in Hyde Park, 
listening to waltz melodies while 
Hitler's guided missiles were 
roaring through the sky right 
over their heads. Not one of 
them even lifted his eyes! 
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RAWING the lessons from 

these World War II experi- 

ences, Dr. Lapp urges every 
American fo see that the defense 
of his community will function 
without a hitch. In our free coun- 
try, this is not only his privilege; 
but his duty. 

He ought to take his precau- 
tions as an individual and observe 
the rules listed by Col. William 
L. Wilson, assistant to the Sur- 
geon General: 

1, Should an alert sound, take 
cover in basements or under- 
ground shelters. Get the most 
possible amount of material 
tween you and the burst. Sub- 
ways and the lower floors of re- 
inforced concrete buildings offer 
“perfect protection” against any- 
thing but a direct hit. Stay ‘nder 
cover for about 90 seconds after 
the A-bomb burst. 

2. Scrub down and change 
clothes as soon as possible. The 
bathing should fnclude hair, face, 
hands and fingernails. If you do 
that, small amounts of radiation 
outside the body won't leave any 
ill effects on you. 

3. Don’t eat, drink or smoke 
anything after a raid until it is 
checked, as even tiny doses of 
radiation inside the body can 
cause you much trouble. 

4. If you ‘need treatment or 
have lost your home, report to the 
nearest first aid and evacuation 
center. 

5. Don't spread rumors. Keep 
your experiences to yourself and 
don’t enlarge on what you hear 
from others. 

6. If you feel strong enough, 
go’ out and help others. Thou- 
sands of lives can be saved by 
prompt aid. 

These simple instructions rep- 
resent the best advice our army 
physicians have to offer at this 
time, If it is generally followed, 
they are cértain that A-bomb cas- 
ualties in an average American 
city can be cut down 90 per cent.

South had a very close decision 
to make when North’s three-club 
double reached him—whether to 
pass and play for a penalty, or to 
go out for his own vulnerable 
game. His decision was question- 
able, but it panned out. 

West opened his top club, and 
East, to maintain eommunications 
with partner, put in the jack. 
South took the trick and led the 
spade queen through West, who 
covered. The spade ace won, and 
South carefully noted East’s play 
of the seven-spot. 

South returned to his own hand 
via a diamond to the ace, led the 
spade four—and did considerable 
thinking when West foilowed suit 
with the deuce! As he explaired 
later, South realized that if ‘oth 
defenders had played correctly, 
East now had either the spade ten 
or the spade six, blank. But 
(South said), he had a strong 
hunch that this was not the case; 
he felt that East’s seven-spot had 
been a singleton, and that West 
had neglected a vital precaution 
—that he had not covered South’s 
spade four with the six. 

In any case, and however sound 
or unsound South’s reasoning was, 
he let the spade four ride, play- 
ing dummy’s three-spot, and that 
settled the matter! Now South 
could finesse again, through 
West's remaining 10-6 in spades, 
run the entire suit and then cash 
the heart ace and diamond king 
to round out the contract. 

Needless to say, West should 
have covered the spade four with 
the six—and South could not have 
returned to his own hand for an- 
other finesse.
